Sir,—In the leading article of your vaiuable journal 
of this morning. a question is discussed of great im- 
portance to the community at large, and which 
reguirgs to. be very cally, as well as. fally, con- | 
siderel, before a final decision is arrived at. 1 
mean the expediency of substituting. public 
institutions, under Government management, for the 
present system ef private asylums, conducted by indi- 
viluals having a pecuniary interest in their prosperity, 
bat snijcet to authorised supervision and control ‘ihe 
question is not so simple as it may, perhaps, appear at 
first, and there ate circumstances connetted with thí 
subject that require carefully to be weighed before it is 
possible to arrive at a just and proper conclasion. The 
only consideration that, ia a discass oa of this kind, 
suht to be taken into accountis, what is, on the whole, 
most for the b-nefit of that particular class of the com 
munity for which these institutions sre professedly es- 
tablished. And this is the very point upon which, as | 
conceive, adoubt may reasonably exist, Wien the whole 
bearings of the question are coniprehetisively investizate | 
[nto this dis¢ussion it is not my intention at present to 
enter. Though not personally concerned in the settlement 
of the qnestion, [am too closely cinnected = wiih 
relatives who are, to be considered a perfectly disinte 
rested witness, arid it is rivlit that the discussion, if it is 
to be carried ón at all, should be conéucted apart from 
all personal fe lings and considerations. Sach of your 
rejders, however, as may Wish toconsualt what I be ie:e 
will be found tó be a fair statenient of the arguni-nts on 
both sides of this important question, will find them in « 
little work which I published some years ago, entitled 
“ Popular Errora on Insanity.” 

My purpose in ad Iressiug you at present is merely to 
correct a misappreliension into whieh you, in common 
with others, have falien, in the extract whieh you quote 
from the last report of the Inspectors of Lunatic Asy- 
lums, and which appears to bear most damaging evideuce 
ugain«t the present state of private asylums, whereas i:

relatives or of persons puid for taking care of them. To 
understand ths matter fully, ic is imporant for the 
veneral reader to know that the law only requires a 
heence to be taken out by such persons as undertake to 
receive more than two lunatics int» their house, £0 
that multitades of persons may be, and actually 
are, in confinement as insane, vio are subjec: 
to no authorised supervision, and of whose existence as 
such there is noofficial cognisance.

more than one Society. Our friend, the Rev. Mr. 
Collis, will tell us of the progress which the Irish Church 
Missionary Society has made in Cork; he will tell us how 
the people there have the hand of benevolence ready to 
be extended toevery charitable institution, whether it be 
connected with secular charity or the life-giving 
oracles of God. I hope his address here, this evening, 
will provoke a holy emulation in the hearts of the 
ple of Limerick, and that they will not be behind- 
ES in coming forward to help every good cause 
which God is blessing with His acknowledgment. It 
may be said, why is it we introduce ano'her societ 
into Limerick, whilst we have the advocates of the [ris 
Society, and of other societies, engaged in the promotion 
of the evangelisation of Ireland? I believe there are 
persons in Limerick who find fault that too frequent 
appealsare made to their benevolence in the way of charity 
sermons, and other means adopted in the promotion 
of objects connected with the circulation of the Word 
cf God, I would just refer such persons to a letter 
tecently published in the Intsn Times newspaper, from 
the Dean of Down, who had the same difficulties to 
encounter in his own parish, and who was frequently 
assailed with clamours, not of the charitable, but 
the uncharitable, that he had too frequent appeals made 
for charitable institutions. What has he done ? He pub- 
lished a Jetter in the In1sn Times newspaper, addressed 
to the Protestants of his parish, in which he stated to 
them that there are numerous societies seeking to have 
their cause advocated in his polit, and he gives a list 
of eighteen societies, all sendigg their deputations to 
him, requiring his advocacy fur them with the congre- 
gation to whom he ministers. He tells the Protestants 
of his parish—“I will not take upon myself the invidious 
task of selecting which of those charities you will sup- 
ee as they are all good, andall: nzaged in the circula- 
ion of the Word of God, and I will, therefore, open my 
charity to all engaged in that good and holy cause, 
leaving it to the congregation to contribute if they will, 
and, if not, to let them answer for it to God and their 
own conscience.”’ It ison that principle we, theadvocates 
of the Irish Church Missionary Society, for the first 
time call a meeting in Limerick, and we are rejoiced 
to see the prople of Limerick are ready to to 
the call, and we trust they will join freely anc libcrally 
to help on the cause in which we are engaged. The ob- 
ject of the Irish Church Missionary Society is to seek 
the coriversion of the Roman Catholics ef this country, 
by making known to them the Gospel of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Mark why it is that the friends 
and advocates of that society feel themselves bound to 
go amongst the Roman Cath besot Ireland. It is be- 
cause their ordination has imposed that awful responsi- 


bility upon them of seeking out amongst theRomanists of 


Ireland those who are ready to receive the truth of God, 
it it will be properly brought b fore their minds. They 
feel the Divine command has been, “Go ye into 
the field, and preach the Gospel to every creature.” 
Feeling the great responsibility thereby imposed upon 
them, they wiil not come in any underhand way to make 
known the Gospel of God: they will not come by any 
side way to bring evangelical trath; but they will come 
with a bold and straightforward front,and tell them the 
system in which they have been taught iscontrary to the 
Word of the living God. Speaking in complete and entire 
love, they will show them that that system contains doc- 
trines and as which are contrary to Gospel truth, 
and we have the means which the society employs— 
first, to circulate the Word of God, to circulate God's 
oracles amongst Roman Catholics, and then to teach the 
Gospel, not merely doctrinally and dogmatically, but to 
teach them the gospel in contrast with the errors of the 
Church of Rome, and in a pure s irit of love. (Ap- 
plause.) Another agency employed by the so- 
ciety was missionary schools, for male and female 
infants; and we have agiin in Dublin inquiring 
classes, where Roman Catholics are invitei freely 
to come and discuss the points of difference between the 
Church of England and Rome. The instrnmentality 
and agency thus empluyed are no coubt, leg timate and 
me and if [did not believe in my heart they were 
so, | never should stand as an advocate of te society. 
I believe in my heart, and my reverend brethren 
arou id me will confirm my opinion, that it is the bounded 
duty of every clergyman, by his ordination now, to ba- 
nish and drive away all errors and false doctrines con- 
trary to the Word of God. If we look upon the 
means which are employed for this purpose by the so- 
ciety, we will find there is not one single agency 
employed that we are not fully borne out in carrying on 
in its full efficiency by the Word of the living God. Do 
we not earnestly contend for the faith once delivered to 
the Saints? Have we not that duty imposed upon us 
by the Apostle Jude, that we should never draw back 
from that controversy ? Feeling it our sacred duty, 
the mission will go on despite of caiumny, despite of 
animosity.

men, | feel a great difficulty in coming forward to ad- 
dress you upon this important occasion. Some short 
time ago, Í was preaching in Armagh a sermon, of which 
a report was given, and in a letter written by Dr. 
MacHale of Tuam, upon the subject, I found I was called 
aliar. Le stated, “ Charles Henry Seymour, you are a 
liar.” And why? Because quoted a 
ssage from his own catechism, in which 
stated there was no mention made of the name of 
Jesus. In order to make me out a liar, the editor of 
the Connaught Patriot quoted from Dr. Butler’s Cate- 
chism, but, I do here state, according to Dr. MacHale’s 
Catechism, that in the 14 things t.ecessary for salvation 
there isno mention wade of the name of Jesus. The 
whole is asto the work of man, and the following out 
of the rites and ceremonies ordained by man. ‘The same 
editor alleged my statement was palpably calumnious, 
designedly slanderous, and deliberately false. {[ acquit 
the editor so far that the report given of my sermon was 
not altogether correct, but I do trust I told nothing but 
the truth ; and I shall lay my hand to my heart and 
state, that whenever I come before any assembly in the 
church of God, or such as I at present address, it is my 
prayer to God to give a fuithful, honest report of things 
as they are, and to leave, as tar as I can,an impression on 
the mind of my hearers, conveying nothing but the truth. 
Having said so much, I shall give youa history of my 
mission in Tuam. You have had already very ably put 
before you the principles upon which our society is 
founded, and the nature of the instrumentality we 
use for carrying out its objects. I believe there is no 
such thing as salvation in the Church of Rome. (Hear, 
hear.) I do believe her doctrines, her and moral 
teaching are opposed to the teachings of the Holy Spi- 
rit, as conveyed to us in God’s written Word. In say- 
ing this, I donot mean to convey that there are not to 
be found in the ranks of Rome many who are God’s 
people in spite of Rome; but, although a person may be 
saved in a burniug house, still the risk is great, and it is 
my duty, as well as the duty of every clergyman, if they 
can, to rescue from the burning flame those who might 
not escape if they remained. With regard to the instru- 
mentality we use, we are a bold, honest Protestant 
Society. I do not fault with any society for 
the means which they may adopt to carry out the 
great object which we ail havein preaching God's 
pel; but I, as one, cannot say that I am satisfied

I was speaking “Father Pat, it is three o'clock, and 
time to go todinner.” “ Well,” said I, “if you prefer 
your dinner to my discourse, you may go; but re- 
member, you will not eat your dinner comfort- 
ably to-day, as you are now convinced that in 
op me you are opposing God's Word.” (Hear, 
hear.) When about proceeding on my way I said to the 
le “ The priests have deserted you, but, blessed be 
God, the shall be preached to you.” I went on my 
way in safety, and upon the following day a Roman Ca- 
tholic gentleman came to me and said, “ We believe not 
your religion, but we respect you, and we do not agree 
with what the priests did yesterday.” Upon the day of 
Corpus Christi, a festival kept in the Churck of Rome 
the bishops and priests in Tuam walk in procession and 
carry a consecrated wafer as the Lord Jesus 
Christ. They march to the chanting of a hymn, 
and make the ceremony as imposing as possible, and 
thonsands of people kneel down to worship it. Being 
resent at one of these processions, Í said to Bisho 
acllale, “As a minister of Christ, I protest against this 
idolatrous ceremony, in the name of the Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost.” (Hear, hear.) I will never forget it ; 
he looked at me with a fiendish look, and a priest said 
to me, “We have got the Lord Jesus Christ here.” “Oh, 
no,” said I, “ God isa spirit, and all that worship Him 
must worship him in spirit and in truth.” Every one 
looked at m” as if I were about to be swallowed 
up, when a man whom I never saw before nor 
since, made a ring for me in the middle of the 
street, and another said the first that strikes Mr. 
Seymour I will fell him tothe ground.  A little fellow 
asked me did I pray before I came there, and I told him 
I did, and that I came to show him that what Dr. 
MacHale carried wasa wafer. The following day I posted 
a placard in 16 parts of the town, inquiring was the. Rev. 
Mr. Seymour justified in protesting against the ceremony 
of the Host ; he certainly wasasa minister of Christ, 
for what Dr. MacHale carried was not God as a workman 
made it. That placard remained posted for three 
days, and was read by hundred and 
thousands, and a loma Catholic gentleman 
told me he would never again attend the pr cession 
of the host in the town of Tuam. (Applause.) 
During the present year I was greatly puzzied to know 
what I would do upon the day of Corpus Christi. Arch- 
bishop MacHale sent out word that I was not to be beaten 
nor stoned, but that I was to be crushed to death—(sen- 
sation )—and I received information from many Roman 
Catholics, that on no account should I appear in 
Tuam that day. A_ gentleman, on the previous 
evening, came to me in reference to it, and I 
told him I would do what God should lead 
me to do. Archbishop MacHale, finding I was not strik- 
ing colours, got a sudden call to Dublin, and off he went. | 
Two magistrates came to me, and asked me what I was 
going todo. “Well”, I said, “last year those men acted 
illegally by bringing their procession out into the street, 
and if one man of them approaches the gate of Tuam it 
will be over my body.” ‘The magistrates promised to 
have a body of policemen, so as not to allow any one out 
remain in the crowd. The rev. speaker then proceeded 
to give a graphic account of a Jew, named Marcus, who 
into the streets,and I said I would not go inside,but would 
visited Tuam with the avowed intention of proving, in 
open controversy, that the Protestant version of the 
Bible was erroneous, and that he would show it to be 
such. The gentleman essayed the task, but, after a short 
discussion, was defeated, and retired from Tuam, having 
earned for himself the disapprobation of his suppurters. 
In conclusion, the Rev. Mr. Seymour said, clergymen 
should remember their mission was not to Protestants 
alone, but ic was their mission to preach to all the glo- 
rious truths of salvation, and whilst Roman Catholics 
are to be converted, we must always feel we have that 
great enemy to contend with, the Man of Sin, who, by 
the blessing of God will soon be destroyed by the 
brightness of His glory. (Applause.) 

The Rev. M. A. Collis, of Fermoy, next addressed the 
meeting, and said—I cannot forget, in addressing this 
very interesting meeting, that 25 years have now nearly 
gone by since I was,in th scity, called to the ministering 
of the Gospel, and in the retrospect of the past there is 
much, indeed, thank God, to cheer, but very much to 
humble. I cannot forget the many years of painful dif- 
ficulty I passed through in connection with my 
responsibility towards my dear Roman Catholic 
brethren ; that whilst I felt I ought to do 
something, and do that something suitably, there 
were such impediments standing before me as 
made me cower back and tremble. I recollect the time 
when a number of faithful clergymen of our church, 
sitting together discussing the subject generally, 
brought the discussion to a close with the word “im- 
possible.”

Dallas to this country, who came hither in behalf cf 
another holy object, but having at Dublin heard the 
assembled clergy of Ireland complaining of the diffi- 
culty of their position, asked himself why there should 
be a greater hindrance to the preaching of the Gospel 
openly and faithfully in Ireland, anymore than in 
India ; and it was that simple remark commenced the

LECTURE AT BRAY, ON GALVANISM. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
A lecture on Galvanism was delivered on Monday 
evening, at the Bray Young Men’s Christian Society, 
by Doctor Haughton. It was illustrated by means of 
a powerful and highly-finished galvanic induction ap- 
paratus, worked by a pile on Bunsen’s principle. The 
room was crowed, and the audience seemed much 
pleased with the lecture, and many persons came for- 
ward to try their power of enduring electric cyrrents. 
The effects of water, as a en á Km. shocks, ap- 
to them most of all. e greater part 
his gon ngrá devoted to the explanation of the 
principles of electricity, of which science gal- 
vanism only forms a part; and the various parts of the 
apparatus (made by Rebold, of Paris) were explained 
in detail. The medical use of galvanism was also 
alluded to, and se accorded to Doctors Andral and 
Begueral for their exertions in promoting the scientific 
use of electricity in paralysis and other forms of dis- 
ease. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, it was moved by 
Dr. Whistler, that the thanks of the meeting were due 
to Dr. Haughton, for his instructive lecture, which being 
received with acclamation, the proceedings terminated 
with the usual religious exercises .

QUEEN’S BENCH—NIS! PRIUS—Yesrexpar. 
(Before the Chief Justice and a Common Jury.) 
Garrett v. Waldron. 

This was an action ey am by Garrett and Co., of Suffolk, 
against Mr. William Waldron, a farmer in Finglass, to re- 
cover £351 16s 2d, the price ofa threshin, machineand engine 
manufactured by the plaintiff and sold to the defendant. The 
defence was, that the plaintiff had given a warranty that 
the threshing machine and engine would be fully equal to, if 
net superior, to a threshing machine which the defendant had 
previously purchased from them; but that the engine and 
machine had worked so defectively that they could not do 
much more than half the work which had been done by the 
old machine. The defendant also alleged that he had always 
refused to the machine, because it did net work as 
= by the terms of the en ment. The plaintiff, on 

e other hand, deniedthat he had givenfany warranty, save 
the undertaking to remedy a defect which was found to exist in 
the machine, and that he did so. He also stated that the de- 
fendant having complained or stated that the old machine 
did not winnow the corn cleanly, he put in an additional 
fan, but at the same time he distinctly informed the defendant 
that, in consequence of this additional fan, the machine would 
not thresh eo quickly as it had done, but that it would do the 
work better. 

The case was still at hearing when the court rose.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—NISI PRIUS—Yesrerpar. 
(Before the Lord Chiet Baron and a Special Jury.) 
Swallow v. Chaytor. 

The plaintiff in this case was a builder and contractor, 
carrying on business in Bray. The action was brought to 
recover a sum of £121 4s. 1id., money payable, as alleged, 
by the defendant, for work and labour done, and materials 
for the same provided by the plaintiff, and for conversion ot 
certain nails, mortar, and other building materials, the pro- 
perty of the plaintiff. The defendant denied there was any 
money payable, but admitted the use of some of the plain-f 
tiffs materials which were upon the premises. A sum 6 
£5 was lodged in court to meet this portiom of the plaintifi’s 
demand. 

Mr. T. Purcell opened the pleadings, and Mr. Armstrong, 
Q.C., stated the case. The defendant was the proprietor of 
some ground in the county Dublin, upon which he erected 
a residence, called Marino House, and he pleaded that the 
sum sought by the plaintiff to be recovered was composed of 
£60 6s. 5d., for extra works alleged to have been done at 
this house, and of £80 balance due on the contract 
for the building of the house, and against which plain- 
tiff alloweJ certain credits. It appeared that all the works 
were executed under an agreement, bearing date February 
2nd, 1859, which was signed by both pariies, for the com- 

letion of the house at a cost of £400, within fifteen weeks 

om that date, according to the specification and drawing of 
Mr. Boyle, the architect, and subject to certain conditions— 
one of which was that, if during the progress of 
the works, any pertion thereof was considered un- 
satisfactory by the superintending architect, the cefendant 
was to be at liberty to declare the contract void. 
As to the claim of £80 balance alleged to be due, it was 
pleaded that as the work was, under the contract, to be com- 
pletet for £100, within 15 weeks, it was arranged that pay- 
ment should be made in fortnightly instalments, 1.ss by 20 
per cent., to be reserved in licu of liquidated dam until 
the work should be completed, and to be forfeit:d by the 
plaintiff in the event of non-fultilment of all the condi- 
tions of the contract; but that plaintiff not having 
completed, within the time thus specifically agreed on, 
had thereby forfeited all claim to said sum; and, as a 
further defence, it was averred that as (under the contract) 
it was an express conditivn that, prior to the payment of that 
sum, acertiticate of the architect relative to the proper pro- 
gress and due execution of the works should be produced, and 
that as that condition was not complied with (Mr. Boyle not 
giving the certificate), plaintiff's claim could not be sus- 
tained. The plaintiff denied that the architect ever pronounced 
the rate cf progress or tite quality of the work to be unsatistac- 
tory, as all , and that all right to insist on the claim to 
forieiture had been waived by thedefendant. It was further 
asserted by plaintiff that an arrangement existed 
(under the contract) whefeby all timber, ironmongery, fire 
bricks, building stone, &c., which should be necessary for 
the exee. tion of the works, should be supplied by the de- 
fendant, as required from time te time, on requisitions to be 
transmitted weekly by the plaintiff to the architect, and 
pawns what materials should be required each week, and 
that any losses attendant on non-compliance with such 
requisition should be borne by the defendant: that the 
plaintiff bad transmitted such requisition for materials from 
time to time, and yet they were not furnished in time, and 
consequently the plaintiff was seriously delayed in the com- 
pletion of his contract, and also that the withholdirg of the 
certificate by the architect was contrary to good faith. 

Evidence was entered into on the part of the plaintiff, in 
reference to the contract and above facts.
